Among the permanent institutions that foster education the library 
is the most important. Dr. W.E.G. Louw registers this thought at the 
Centenary Dinner of the Afrikaans Book ... ,die Provinsiale Biblio- 
teekdiens, afsonderlik beskou is die grootste en positiefste Kul tuur- 
daad van ons geslag." 

The October issue gives an account by Captain Janik of the effect 
of films loaned by us to Polish Cultural Authorities. How delighted 
and pleased they were to hear something of South Africa, and to see 

the work done here. 

Captain Janik as chairman of the Polish 
EDITORIAL Cultural Society came to us before a pro- 

jected trip to Poland to ask for the loan of 
some of our films for showing in his country. 

So great was the demand for these film shows that shows scheduled 
for a few days in Zielona Gora were extended to three weeks. 

In Warsaw, where the Polish Cultural Society had a showing of our 
films together with South African Cultural and Scientific exhibits, 
the imposing quarters of the Polish Archaeological Institute housed 
the exhibition. 

Several newspapers took up the matter, and a meeting with the Uni- 
versity Staff was arranged to whom later some of the exhibits were 
donated, 

A far cry from Cape Town to Warsaw yet both are enriched by the 
Cultural Exchange Cape Provincial Library Service films made pos- 
sible.

5. DIE SKRYWERS 


Aangesien lektuur die produk is van skrywers en deur die skrywers 
uit sekere motiewe geskryf word, is dit belangrik om n oorsig te kry 
oor die verskillende tipe skrywers. Uitgaande van ons indeling van 
lektuur in invensie- en ontdekkingslektuur kan ons twee prim@re ou- 
teurstipes onderskei: die kunstenaar, (hoofsaaklik uitvinders) en die 
wetenskaplikes (hoofsaaklik ontdekkers). Die kunstenaars is n baie 
seldsame verskynsel en die werke van die wetenskaplike is in die re#l 
vir die leek onverstaanbaar. Op n enigsins laere vlak staan popul@re 
inventiewe skrywers (die mense wat vir die oorgroot meerderheid van 
ons verhalende lektuur verantwoordelik is) en die intellektuele; 
(wat die werk van die wetenskaplikes aan die leek verduidelik. Opn 
derde vlak staan die joernaliste vir wie skryf n soort loonarbeid is 
waaruit hulle bestaan. Tot die geledere van die joernaliste kan ge- 
reken word die tipe roman- en kortverhaalskrywer wat uitsluitlik vir 
n mark produseer, skrywers wat met suiwere beriggewing besig is, of 
wat hulself en hulle skryftalent verhuur om propaganda vir een of 
ander ideologie, of belang, te produseer. Sommige joernaliste is 
nogal begaafd, maar die kenmerkende is dat hulle onvry is, gebonde is 
aan n mark of aan n opdrag-gewer, en dus nie kan of durf om anders te 
skryf as wat die uitgewer of ander werkgewer van hulle verlang nie. 
Weereens moet ek waarsku dat ons met grensbegrippe of tipebegrippe 
besig is. Dieselfde persoon kan én wetenskaplike én intellektuele, 
én kunstenaar én popul@re outeur wees, en enige skrywer kan ook n 
joernalis word. n Joernalis kan ook tenspyte van sy opdraggewers n 
kunstenaar en n intellektuele wees. Ons kan slegs na aanleiding van 
n bepaalde boek of artikel of selfs nuusberig oordeel in watter hoe- 
danigheid n skrywer opgetree het. 

Die skrywer as kunstenaar is die uitvinder by uitnemendheid. Sy 
uitvindings is nie die resultaat van meet en pas nie, maar verskyn in 
sy bewussyn asof hulle @rens van buite-af kom. Die ou Grieke en 
Romeine het inderdaad geglo dat die kunstenaar deur n demoon of God- 
heid ,gefnspireer" of ,besiel" word. Hy is ,entoesiast", deur n 
godheid gedrewe. Sy voorstellings en gedagtes is sy meester en hy is 
net die instrument waardeur gedigte, dramas en verhale ontstaan. 
Hierdie ,geesdrif" (gedrewenheid deur n gees) 1@ ook aan die grond 
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van die ander kenmerk van die kunstenaar, sy beheer van die taal en 
van die outeurstegniek. Daarsonder sal hy nooit die sleur van oefen- 
ing en nogeens oefening en die pynlike arbeid van die soek na die 
regte woord en uitdrukking kan deurmaak nie. 

Die wetenskaplike is op sy manier ook n gedrewene en die onweer- 
staanbare dryfveer wat sy lewe beheer is om die werklikheid (of ten- 
minste dan n klein deel van die werklikheid) te begryp. Hy aanvaar 
geen beskrywing as waar nie tensy hy dit self nagegaan het en hy ont- 
werp steeds nuwe, fynere, en meer betroubare metodes om sy deel van 
die werklikheid noukeuriger waar te neem, te ontleed, en so suiwer 
moontlik te beskryf. Hy is ook nooit tevrede met verklarings van die 
werklikheid, maar spoor gedurig onjuisthede, ongerymdhede, en toe- 
reikendhede op in die verklarings wat ander, en hyself, voorheen ge- 
gee het. Om al hierdie redes is wetenskaplike lektuur vir almal wat 
self nie wetenskaplikes is, baie onbevredigend. Die wetenskaplike se 
waarhede is te voorlopig, te versigtig en te moeilik. Sy verklarings 
is dikwels net verstaanbaar vir die wat jare studie aan die vak gewy 
het. 

Terloops moet hier gewaarsku word teen die neiging om net aan 
natuurkundiges, skeikundiges, biolo@ en sulke mense as wetenskaplikes 
te dink. n Geskiedskrywer, n filosoof, n sosioloog of n psigoloog is 
ook wetenskaplikes. Dit gaan nie oor die soort werklikheid wat be- 
studeer word nie of die metodes wat gebruik word nie, maar ook die 
toegewydheid aan die waarheid, die versigtige benadering van die ver- 
skynsels en die bereidheid om jou opvattings gedurig in die lig van 
nuwe gegewens en nuwe argumente te hersien. 

Van die goeie popul@re outeur kan ek maar net s@ dat hy soms baie 
naby aan die kunstenaar staan, maar meer bewus, meer opsetlik skryf. 
Daar is in sy geskrifte n mate van maakwerk, maar dis die maakwerk 
van n goeie ambagsman met n trots op die afwerking van sy produk. Sy 
beste werk ‘sal nooit te ver uitstyg bo sy eie onbewuste drange en 
begeertes nie en is in baie opsigte n ontlediging van sy siel van be- 
hoeftes deur middel van n gekontroleerde dagdromery. Dikwels is die 
invloed van sy lewens- en wéreldbeskouing merkbaar in sy werk, net so 
dikwels weerspie#l dit sy soektog nan eie beskouing en na gemoeds- 
rus. Die inhoud van die werke van sulke skrywers gee ons die gees en 
gemoed van die tydperk waarin hulle lewe - en juis daarom is hulle 
populér. Wat hulle s@ raak die leser omdat hy daarin sy eie wense, 
sekerhede en onsekerhede terug kry. Die popul@re outeur mag n tref- 
fer (best seller) skryf, maar is geen trefferskrywer nie. Die 
treffer is meer dikwels die produk van n joernalis. 

Die popul@re outeur is dikwels n intellektuele maar nie noodwendig 
nie. Dit is makliker om die intellektuele in negatiewe as in posi- 
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tiewe terme te beskryf. Hy is in die re#l nie n kunstenaar en nie n 
wetenskaplike nie, maar hy stel oneindig veel belang in die kuns en 
wetenskap en weet daar baie van. Hy mag selfs dink dat hy n kunste- 
naar of n wetenskaplike is. Altyd bly hy egter n dilettante, iemand 
wat behae skep in (delights in) kuns en kennis. Sy belangrikste 
eienskap is sy behoefte om mee te deel en te vertolk. Hy probeer om 
n eenheid te bring in sy kennis en om die werk van die wetenskaplike 
en die kunstenaar vir die leek te verduidelik, om n beeld van die 
wereld tuis te bring by ander. Hy verlustig hom in diskussies en be- 
sprekings. 

In hierdie geaardheid 1@ sy betekenis vir die kultuur. Daar be- 
staan, soos Pierce Butler aangetoon het, in elke generasie n begeerte 
of behoefte om die wéreld opnuut te verstaan. Die wéreldbeeld van n 
ouer generasie, kan n jonger generasie nooit heeltemal bevredig nie. 
Die lewensituasie het verander en nuwe sosiale verskynsels moet ver- 
klaar word. Ou ideale is verwesenlik of het hulle aantreklikheid 
verloor en moet vervang word deur nuwe ideale. 

Hierdie vertolking en verduideliking kan ook nie in een land, by- 
voorbeeld in Rusland of Amerika, vir alle lande gedoen word nie. 
Daarvoor verskil die toestande en mense te veel van —. Dit moet 
vir elke land afsonderlik gedoen word en elke land het dus sy elie 
intellektueles nodig. n Land wat nie sy eie intellektueles het nie, 
bly geestelik n provinsie of kolonie van n ander land. n Land wat 
nie die werke van intellektueles lees nie bly geestelik agterlik. 


n Joernalis is n joernaalskrywer en daaruit volg sy hele geaardheid. 


Sy aandag is byna uitsluitlik op die verbygaande aktuele gevestig. 
Die joernalis skryf nuus, en moet n neus vir nuus h@é. Hy moet sorg 
dat sy nuus verkoop word en bestudeer daarom die nuusgevoel van die 
publiek. Hy weet, of meen dat dit n feit is, dat mense hoofsaaklik 
in mense belang stel en probeer dus om ,human interest" aan sy 
w»Stories" te verleen. Mense stel nie belang in n blote relaas van 
feite nie maar wil emosie daarby h@, wil aangedaan wees deur die 
feite, wil veroordeel, wil opgesweep word en met die oog op sy daag- 
likse brood is die joernalis gewoonlik gewillig om die nuus so te 
stel dat die publiek dit sal ,geniet". Die funksie van die joernalis 
is om n objektiewe betroubare relaas van die gebeurtenisse van die 
dag te gee en dit te gee sonder die aansien van persone in ag te nees 
en sonder vrees vir die gevolge vir homself. Daardeur word die volk 


op hoogte van sake gehou en in staat te stel om n eie oordeel te vor. 


In soverre die joernalis aan hierdie funksie getrou is, verrig hy o 
onontbeerlike diens aan die gemeenskap. In soverre hy hom deur 
»human interest" en propagandistiese motiewe laet lei, kan hy selfs n 
gevear vir die gemeenskap word. 
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A CORRECT DESIGN FOR LIVING 


P.H. de V. Uys 


Mr. P.H. de V. Uys gave this talk at the 
Conference of Library Committees held in 
Grahamstown in June 1961. 

In a certain sense civilized man has been eternally preoccupied 
with a better way of life and living. The founders of religions 
(Luther and Calvin), the philosophers (Socrates, Plato, Dante, Aris- 
toteles) and socialists like Marx and Lenin addressed their teachings 
to adults. And to whom did Jesus speak his sermon on the mount? yes 
- adult education is an ancient ideal, and to-day, with the ever 
growing influence of the radio, press and cinema, it is more topical 
and popular than ever before. 

Adult Education is broad in scope and diverse in character. If we 
think of the work done by universities, colleges, (training and 
technical), extension classes, corporations, companies, foundations, 
libraries, voluntary organizations - to mention but the most impor- 
tant - we should be able to understand the difference in forms and 
stand of adult educational activities. 

What, then, are the most important aims of adult education? Stand- 
ard works have been written on this subject by men like Homer Kemp- 
fer, Paul Essert, Earl F. Zeigler, Malcom S. Knowles, Robert Snow, 
etc., but I think the most important aim of adult educationists is to 
mould the minds of people, i.e. educate them how to live, instead of 
merely how to earn a living. It is today generally conceded that 
mankind has incorrect views of how to live a full life, and that 
clear standards about the art of noble living should constantly be 
inculcated. Adult Educationists are concentrating on topics such as 
the following: 

What are the enduring values? On what is the correct way of 

living? 

How should the mature person spend his leisure hours? 

How should youths be educated to develop a sense of responsibility? 

How can man be liberated from his folly? (Eg. to drift away from 

the church. ) 

What can be done to help man to alter his conceptions of culture? 

(a) Is his consciousness of his rights overestimated? 

(b) Is he able to co-operate with other adults? 

(c) Has he a sense of justice and faith? 
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(d) A sense of beauty? 

(e) A sense of truth? 

(f) A sense of virtue? 

By helping adults to mature in all these respects, they will inter 
alia be able to construct defences of tolerance, procure racial co- 
operation, adjust their conflicting and controversial aspirations, 
etc. 

We all know how many gaps were left in our own education after many 
years of formal education. It is the aim of Adult Education to fill 
these gaps, to broaden our cultural horizons, to assist us in making 
personal adjustments to family and our social environment, to promote 
our health and physical efficiency. Many of us do not know how to 
escape from monotony, or how to secure an opportunity for self- 
expression; many wish to develop their knowledge and interests, or to 
know how to participate in co-operative enterprises, or how to in- 
crease their vocational efficiency; and many (especially immigrants) 
don’t know how to be naturalized or how to become effective and con- 
scious of their civic obligations. In the varied programmes of adult 
educationists these wishes of adults can be fulfilled. If adults are 
willing to accept the good advice they can get at such lectures, many 
will be liberated from a feeling of insignificance or from a sense 
of being powerless. 

I think that most of you will now understand what is the aim of the 
adult education movement, especially in so far as it is fostered by 
voluntary organizations. 

People often wish to know whether we have a particular syllabus for 
each particular group. No, the contents of the work done by any 
group or association depends upon the needs of the community (areas, 
district). The leading women of eg. Cradock will readily know whet- 
her they would like a course on the arrangement of flowers, or on the 
appreciation of a piece of art. Should they decide to arrange such a 
course, they get their lecturers, enquire how many members would like 
to follow the course, etc., etc., and my Department assists financial- 
ly if there should be a loss. What I wish to emphasize is, that the 
contents of any organization’s activities solely depends upon the 
needs of that organization. 

Perhaps some of you are unacquainted with the methods adult educa- 
tionists and their supporters use at their meetings, courses or 
functions: Some adults are under the impression that the main func- 
tion of the organizer is to give lectures or show a few films. That 
is wrong. In this connection I wish to refer you to the little 
pamphlet which Dr. Friis has kindly allowed me to hand out to each of 
you. You will deduct from this pamphlet that our services are more 
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or less the following: 
We serve as leaders of discussion groups; 
We assist responsible people (librarians, booksellers, etc.) with 
the arrangement of library exhibits; 
We advise W.A.A. executives, etc. on purchasing and weeding of 
books; 
We help groups in program planning; 
We supplement the programmes of various agencies; 
Wherever and whenever possible, we give professional aid and en- 
couragement; 
We sometimes acquire, at great departmental costs, suitable mate- 
rials for certain functions; 
We analyse the needs of our potential clientele (patrons) by send- 
ing circulars to leading personalities in a certain town; 
We contact community leaders and try to ascertain the most impor- 


tant facts re that community, eg.: possible lecturers, artists, etc. 


We participate in key organizations and in the activities of the 
most important educational agencies: P.T.A.’s, 8.A.0.U.’s, W.A.A., 
Rotarians. 

We find out where and when they meet, who are the executive men- 

bers, etc. 

After all is said and done, I wish to emphasize that we prefer 
working with the small group and don’t despond if no reports on our 
work are published in the newspapers. Eg. Last month I addressed 15 
soroptimists on "The development of our Afrikaans Literature since 
1902". I read two or three good books on the subject, devoted + 3 
weeks to that paper, handed my manuscript to the member who had been 
asked to move a vote of thanks, and can only hope that those learned 
members will now begin reading Afrikaans books. 

In conclusion I wish to give you my views about the future of adult 
education. 

People want to know what we are doing, because apparantly we as 
Organizers are doing very little. Personally I don’t blame unin- 
formed people or editors for criticizing us, because they are looking 
for sensational meetings, where lecturers address thousands of lonely 
human beings in halls for which neither the state nor the editorial 
staff of newspapers wish to pay. However, Mr. Chairman, I envisage a 
gradually changing programme in the near future, a gathering where we 
find library work integrated with all parts of the Adult Education 
Programmes. I have just read a good book on the trends of adult 
education, in which I inter alia read: 

"It is not too much to say that the li- 
brary is the most potent factor in Adult 
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Education in America." 
And listen to the following appropriate quotations: 

"Among the permanent institutions for adult education none is more 

important than the Library." or 

"One of the main steps to be taken by libraries towards educating 

adults is to provide book service for the 40% of our population now 

without it." And finally: 

"What are our libraries doing to focus the attention on persons in 

the lower educational level?" 

These few quotations suffice to prove that the adult education 
movement, by means of libraries or librarians, can broaden its scope 
and character. For that purpose we shall need free library, if not 
a community centre, can serve as the local university of the masses. 

I also envisage evening classes in public school buildings and not 
only at universities or technical co)leges. I visualize more exten- 
sion work by universities and co leges, and programmes better sup- 
ported by our ministry and local educational bodies. Today the well- 
to-do corporations do provide extensive programmes of technical or 
non-technical training to their employees, but this can to a much 
larger extent be done by the commercial radio, the press and the 
cinema. 

In these and other ways more and more gaps left by our schools, 
colleges or universities will be filled; and if our education system 
can be changed so extensively that unnecessary gaps may vanish; if we, 
with your collaboration, Mr. Chairman, can help our fellow creatures 
to maintain some of the skills and knowledge acquired during child- 
hood and youth; if we, Sir, keep the adult public in touch with the 
latest developments in fields such as government, economics, science, 
and the arts; if we, with the assistance of other units of education, 
help others to develop the correct attitude toward life, or to face 
life’s problems with equanimity, and finally - if we, as co-partners 
in a worldwide movement, can give the older and younger generation a 
basis for mutual understanding, we wil)] be good organizers and good 
librarians and help people to make the correct design for living.

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SOUTH AFRICAN FILMS IN POLAND 


Captain J.B. Janik 


Captein J.B. Janik Chairman of the Polish Cultural Society in South 
Africae hes sent us this little erticle on his experiences in Poland 
recently when he introduced some of our films to Warsaw and Zielona 
Gore. He came to the Cape Provincial Library Service in May 1961 
esking us to let him have a few films to illustrate his talks on 
cultural matters in Warsaw. Herewith in his own idiom the quite 
amazing results: 

"Through the initiative of the Polish Cultural Society in South 
Africa, supported by various educational and cultural institutions as 
well as by industrial concerns, a South African Cultural and Scienti- 
fic Exhibition together with the showing of fifteen films, was held 
in May-June of this year in Warsaw, Poland. 

This first large-scale South African cultural exhibition in Poland 
evoked wide interest among the Polish people. To illustrate, it 
would be sufficient to mention that the exhibition itself, on account 
of its attractiveness and popularity, had to be transferred from the 
smaller Polonia Buildings to the imposing quarters of the Polish Ar- 
cheological Institute, 6 Jezuicka Street. Around 56,000 attended the 
showing of films on our country. 

of the fifteen selected films the following were most universally 
enjoyed, viz; 

Remnants of the Stone Age People 

The Fox has four Eyes 

The Condemned are Happy 

Bring forth every living thing 

South African Game-parks and Reserves 

The first three were earnestly requested by Polish educational in- 
stitutions for further use in the schools and Universities of the 
whole country. 

Interest in the films was in fact so great that the organisers were 
invited to many provincial towns for the purpose of showing them, but 
owing to lack of time, could manage only Zielona Gora, a town in the 
Western provinces of Poland. Here because of the general demand, the 
showing of the films originally scheduled for a few days, had to be 
prolonged to three weeks. 

The renown and popularity of the films and the exhibition stimula- 
ted such an interest in South African affairs that the organisors 
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were required to give four radio auditions (three in Warsaw, one in 
Zielona Gora) and five lectures on demographical, cultural and poli- 
tical matters with special emphasis on our policy of Separate Develop- 
ment, to University people, politicians and pressmen. 

Several newspaper articles were published on these activities. 
(Vide: "7 Dni", "Kultura i Zycie", "Gazeta Zielono-Gorska". ) 

At the end of their stay in Warsaw the organisers of the exhibition 
arranged a special ceremonial meeting of University staff, in which 
several exhibits were donated to representatives of Polish Universi- 
ties. Receipt of these valuable scientific gifts was acknowledged in 
very many warm letters of thanks to the donators, six of which let- 
ters are in the possession of the Polish Cultural Society. In con- 
clusion we quote from one of these letters signed by Prof. W. Anto- 
niewicz, chairman of the Polish Archeological Society and member of 
the Polish Academy of Science: 

"We have received many educational benefits from the unforgettable 
moments spent with Capt. J.B. Janik and mr. 8. Gunia in the head 
administrative block of the Polish Archeological Society; as well as 
from the exceedingly interesting films on South Africa, as yet so 
little known to us". "

"A NICE LOVE STORY, PLEASE" 


D.J. Rodger 
. THE PROBLEM: 


Anyone with even the briefest experience in public library work 
will be only too familiar with this cry: "A nice love-story please"; 
or, if her ladyship is too busy to come in person, "Madam wants two 
romances", Westerns are usually classed with light romances as 
"bait", but to me they have always seemed the lesser of the two 
evils, for they are more obviously escapist - and therefore less in- 
sidious in their effect - than "romances". Be this as it may, I have 
always found that Western fans are far more good-natured and easy to 
please than the romance-hunters. 

It is these two classes of readers who present the public librarian 
(and indirectly the Regional librarian) with a very prickly problem. 
They are constantly wanting new titles, with the emphasis on the word 
"new". The uninitiated may think that all romances and all Westerns 
are the same, but the librarian who tries to pass off an old title 
finds that addicts have an uncanny ability to spot any book they have 
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read, whether it be months or years ago. How does the librarian 
with a limited supply of "bait" satisfy these people? This is a very 
real problem for the harassed assistant behind the counter, and is 
perhaps most acute in the small towns with fewer sources of books. 
Most regions serve several such places, where the.demand for Mills 
and Boon publications on the one hand and Max Brand on the other is 
fiercest. 


II. SOME SUGGESTED SOLUTIONS: 


Some librarians suggest rental collections of "bait", while others 
would impose a strict limit, e.g. 10% of fiction to the amount of 
"bait" that is bought. Others again want to ban it altogether, but 
such a policy is hardly practicable, though we sometimes wish it were. 
Whichever of these policies is best, it seems obvious that it is 
impossible to satisfy the ever-increasing demand, even if this were 
desirable. 

If we have a limited supply, then the answer is to make the best 
use of our existing stock. The desirability of weaning readers from 
"bait" to a better type of book is a separate question. In passing, 
however, I should like to make a plea for a more discriminating ap- 
proach to Westerns (I cannot speak for romances): Jack Schaefer and 
Oliver Strange, to mention only two, are worthy of a place on the 
shelves of any public library. 

In this connection, one of our library assistants recently had an 
idea which proved very successful. She sent a circular to all the 
libraries in the region, appealing to them to return as many romances 
and Westerns as they possibly could on our following visit, which 
would ensure a better supply. The results far exceeded our wildest 
expectations. One of our smallest libraries returned 80 English fic- 
tion titles, a great number of which were "bait" (14 Mills and Boon 
alone!) and all the other librarians co-operated most willingly. As 
a result we were able to get these books, which always tend to stick 
in a library, circulating once more and thereby achieved a more just 
and satisfactory distribution of "bait" among the libraries. A cir- 
cular to express our thanks, completed the operation. Perhaps other 
regions which have not tried this scheme will find it useful. 

When dealing with new titles, it is essential to ration each libra- 
ry strictly, and in this way carefully nurse the available stock so 
that we may make the best use of it. No doubt other librarians could 
furnish further ideas in this connection. Probably most of these 
suggestions will come from the public libraries, for it is there that 
the need is the sorest.

People who wish to read rubbish 
or to have very light entertain- 
ment can surely provide it for 
themselves—they buy their own 
magazines and cinema seats. 


The purchase of better books 
with our money. and from book- 
sellers trying to popularize the 
better reading. is surely the legiti- 
mate way to spend the cash voted 
for the purpose and at the same 
time to encourage all who stand 
for serious culture.

Mrs. Jean Albert of Cape 
Provincial Library Service 
gives her view on the 
letter published in the 
Cape Argus. 

"This letter raises a perennial 
problem which is regularly discussed 
at bookselection meetings and libra- 
rians conferences. The justification 
for buying light reading has always 
been that these books attract people 
to the library who would otherwise 
stay away. Once in the library they 
may be attracted to more worthwhile 
reading. We select the better ro- 
ances, westerns and thrillers, and 
strictly limit the amount of money 
spent on each category. If the li- 
brary has a ’recreational’ function 
can librarians refuse to supply some 
members of the community with the 
type of book on which they wish to 
waste their leisure time? 

This problem will probably be de- 
bated again in future issues of the 
Journal. Please send in your views 
on either side of the question."

PLAYER’S LIBRARY 

The Player’s Library and its three supplements is a tool the libra- 
rian needs to handle enquiries about plays, and should be at the 
counter in every town where there is a play-reading society that may 
need guidance. 

It is the catalogue of the Library of the British Drama League and 
is arranged under playwright and title with a useful bibliography of 
books on the theatre. 

The main body of the catalogue, the author catalogue lists plays 
alphabetically under playwright, and in italic indicates type of play 
The number following the description of the play indicates the 
number of acts; the number of characters is given, and finally the 
setting and costume except in the case of modern plays. 

Here is an example: 

Hellman, Lillian 
THE LITTLE FOXES. Draaa 3. 6 m., 4W. L. rm. Cost. 1900. 

We know then that this is a drama in three acts for six men and 
four women. That all scenes are set in a livingroom (there is a list 
of abbreviations) and that the costume is 1900. 

The Player’s Library has the answers to questions like, "Who wrote 
Born Yesterday?" 

"We only have one male member in our play-reading group: could you 
suggest a few plays that need only one man?" 

"Which of Eugene 0’Neill’s plays deals with the search for the 
fountain of youth?" "Did Lorca only write tragedies?" 

Plays published in anthologies give the compiler and name of the 
collection, so we can establish for instance that Philip Barry’s 
Philadelphia story is contained in Gassner’s Best Plays of the Modern 


American Theatre. 


All theories of what a good play is, or how a good play should be 
written, are futile. A good play is a play which when acted upon the 
boards makes an audience interested and pleased. A play that fails in 
this is a bad play.

The Non-white Entrance Hall 
will house her second mural.

How dull it is to say that this 
will depict the fauna and flora 
of the Western Cape. Again Miss 
Esmonde-White’s mind has seized 
on what we know to give us with 
recognisable difference animals 
on a background of iridescent 
sombre reds and blues - a tapes- 
try effect. The texture and con- 
cept of this picture will be as 


rich as the country of its origin. 


VREDENBURG: 


On the 30th August 1961, the 
new Municipal offices and library 
at Vredenburg were officially 
opened. 

The Mayor, Mr. J.P. Louw wel- 
comed those present, and gave an 
account of the development of the 








Village Management Board into a 
Municipality in 1932. Mr. A.P. 
Venter, member of the Executive 
Committee, then gave the opening 
address congratulating the town 
on it’s good progress. Dr. Friis 
next explained how the intelli- 
gent use of books can develop in- 
dividual thought and so combat 
the effects of mass education and 
stereotyped thinking. 

The door to the new offices was 
ceremoniously unlocked by mrs. 
J.P. Louw, after which Mrs. B.P. 
de Jongh unlocked the library. 

Vredenburg is to be congratu- 
lated on this very handsome, 
modern building. The Library is 
remarkable for the clever use of 
co lared and tinted glass, which 
allows an adequate amount of 
natural light to enter while cut- 
ting off the glare. The furni- 
ture, made of beeswaxed South 
African walnut is especially beau- 
tiful and gives the Library the 
appearance of a warm and restful 
study. It has been cleverly ar- 
ranged with a novel central zig- 
zag of shelves which unobtrusive- 
ly separates the adults from the 
children. 


CALVINIA: 


To say that Calvinia will long 
remember 1961 is very true. Not 
only has one of the worst droughts 
in living memory been broken, but 
the town itself has seen the 
fruition of several schemes which 
have been only dreams for many 
years. The one with which I have 
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been closely concerned is the new 
Municipal Library, which has at 
last been completed. 

About the past history of the 
library I can tell you very 
little, except that it has been 
in existence, through private 
enterprise, since 1885, and that 
one of its most notable libra- 
rians was Mrs. Malan, wife of the 
late Prime Minister. Unfortunate- 
ly most of the old records have 
either been lost or destroyed. 

There has been no established 
library building, and the books 
have been housed in various in- 
adequate rooms from time to time, 
the worst surely being the last 
one. At the time, just before I 
was appointed librarian, it was 
the only place available as 
therewas a great shortage of 
houses or rooms for hire. 

The need of a library building 
had long been felt, but lack of 
funds made buying or building 
impossible. The late Colonel 
Steyn, Chairman of the Library 
Committee at that period, started 
a building fund and several dona- 
tions, functions and street col- 
lections, netted several hundred 
pounds. From time to time this 
was added to, but the dream was 
far from being realised when the 
Provincial Administration started 
its free library scheme. 

This scheme was as yet only in 
its infancy. Free books were 
evailable in limited numbers but 
we stili: had to provide a suit- 
able building, and this proved 
quite a headache. However, it 
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was with a sigh of relief that we 
now felt the greater part of the 


burden slipping from our shoulder. 


Then in 1956 the Municipality 
joined the Free Library scheme 
and things started looking up 
with a vengeance. When Dr. Friis 
told me about records, films and 
art prints to be provided free at 
some future date, I must have 
looked very sceptical. I can 
still remember his question and 
my reply "It sounds too good to 
be true." 

Now, after a heartbreaking 
number of setbacks, and thanks to 
the everready help and encourage- 
ment of the Regional Librarian 
and his staff, our dream library 
is a reality - our projector has 
arrived, the recordplayer is 
ready to delight our ears and art 
prints our eyes. New books shine 
in pristine glory waiting for 
the many avid readers who will 
lose themselves between the 
covers. Miniature tables and 
chairs and plenty of story and 
picture books will charm the 
children. And to the custodian 
of all this wealth work will be 
a pleasure, and when difficult 
days come, as come they will, I 
have only to look back to the 
bleak past to know how good is 
the present and how rosy the 
future. 

So, through the medium of these 
pages, we should like to thank the 
Provincial Library Service which, 
like a fairy godmother, has waved 
@ magic wand and made wishes come 
true. 
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UITENHAGE: 


It all started with the arrival 
of an oddly shaped parcel at 
Uitenhage Library one morning. 
It proved to be a set of records 
of a complete performance of 
"Macbeth", which has been request- 
ed for a local school. One 
Shakespeare fan on the library 
staff asked if she could borrow 
them before they went back. The 
Librarian decided she would like 
to hear them too - "Let’s do it 
together" - and from there it was 
a short step to - "Let’s invite 
everybody!" 

Not that we really expected 
"everybody" - after all, Shake- 
speare on records isn’t every- 
body’s taste. But we thought 
there might be a dozen or so 
people who would like to come; 
especially University of South 
Africa students doing the first 
year English course, which in- 
cludes "Macbeth", It is the set 
play for Matric this year too, 
but we decided to circulate the 
records round the high schools, 
rather than invite them to the 
Library -‘a problem of accommoda- 
tion more than hospitality. 

A news item went in the 
"Herald", and a poster went up on 
the Library notice board. There 
were quite a number of enquiries 
about it, but when the evening 
of the performance was bitterly 
cold and wet, it seemed rather 
over optimistic to put twenty 
chairs out in the Children’s Li- 
brary. But ten minutes before 








the performance was to begin, we 
were already bringing in extra 
chairs, and by the time everybody 


was settled, there were over 
thirty people ‘there. 

The recording was really excel- 
lent. It was played straight 
through with no breaks except for 
changing the records; and for an 
hour and three quarters the 
audience listened intently, fol- 
lowing the dialogue in copies of 
Macbeth which we had borrowed 
from Regional Library. It speaks 
vo lumes for their enjoyment that 
in spite of the cold, and the 
hard chairs, hardly anyone grew 
restless even towards the end. 

As the people streamed out 
there were several expressions of 
appreciation and hopes that we 
would "do it again". We hope it 
will not be long before we are 
able to present more plays in 
this very simple, easy to orga- 
nise, but effective way.
